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A Startling Proposition. 


A surprising proposition conies from William G. McAdoo, 


former secretary of the treasury and prominently considered 
as a candidate for (he presidential nomination by the recent 
Democratic convention. 
It was advanced in an address deliv- 


ered by Mr. McAdoo at a dinner of .1he_DJalional .League of 
Masonic Clubs in New York a few nights ago, in which he said 
there is no menace so great to our nation as I lie corrupt use of 
money for campaign purposes. 


That such use of money is to be deplored goes without say- 


ing, and none will dispute that it is far more common than il 
should be. Of course (hose who handle campaign funds will 
not admit lhat any of the money is ever used for any but 
legitimate purposes, but the feeling is widespread thai tlie 
lavish use of cash in political campaigns has a tendency lo 
cheapen politics in the eyes of the people, and this can excr 
only a baleful influence on the body politic. 


But Mr. McAdoo's remedy is nolhmg short of startling. Me 


would have-all expenses of national elections paid out of the 
national treasury.,, He stales what is undoubtedly true when 
lie says that liberal campaign contributors expect to get their 
money back through favors from (hose in control of the gov- 


, eminent, and frankly says that no party has a monopoly of 


this form of corruption, which is common to all parlies. 


On those points there willbe a general agreement with Mr. 


McAdoo, but (he probability is that few will endorse the 
remedy he proposes." To open the doors of the United Stales 
treasury for the financing of political campaigns would be a 
bold step indeed, and whether it would do away with corrup- 
tion is open to question. Somebody would have lo handle the 
funds and it is quile possible that room would be found for 
crooked work, ,even under governmental auspices. 
Mr. 


McAdoo is a very able man and undoubtedly knows what he 
is talking about when he says that the corrupt use of money 
in elections is a menace to Ihe country, but it is hardly to be 
believed that he has provided the right solution when he advo- 
cates the financing of national campaigns by Ihe government. 


There are la-vs against the corrupt use of money in elec- 


tions, and without doubt they do some good in spite of the 
circunivenlion (hat is practiced. Perhaps these laws could be 
strengthened in spots. If such a thing is possible il ought (o 
be done, but under no consideration, as it seems to this paper, 
should Ihe doors of the United Stales treasury be thrown open 
for the financing of campaigns or political affairs of any sort. 


'I here are legitimate uses for money in primary and election 


campaigns, an dto such uses no one objects. But when money 
is poured out as it has been in many instances Ihe people 
cannot escape a feeling.lhat something is wrong and that such 
practices are indeed a menace lo (he country. 


There is room for reform in this field, but just how this is 


lo be brought a lion 1 is not so clear. 
It is easy enough lo enact 


laws, and it sometimes seems as if it is just about as easy to 
circumvent them. If people could be made honest by law it 
would all be a very simple matter, but they cannot be, as has 
been amply demonstrated. 


• However, tlie..subject tpuclied upon by, Mr. .McAdoo is 


worthy of alleiifioii and h'is speech may serve a useful pur- 
pose, even if he fails lo point out the.proper cure for an ad- 
mitted evil.
